in ſcripture.” The temple itſelf indeed 
was but a ſmall edifice; but the many 
courts and offices about it, made the 
whole a vaſt pile; and the exquiſite- 
neſs of the art, and fewneſs of the 
artiſts that could be employed, made 
a longer time requiſite.
